Tho Eu- 
ropean courts must bo puzzled to 
understand how our Presidents man- 
ago to live on such a i)ittanco. 

A Hepublican government is certain- 
ly economical in comparison to one 
whose head is compelled to Loop up a 
costly court.

The New York Ferries. 

The ferries of New York (.'ity em- 
])loy seventy-two largo steamers and 
one thousand five hundred men ex- 
clusive, of course, of many sninmer 
excursion lines. Tho principal com- 
pany is that which controls the live 
most important ferries to Brooklyn. 
It emjiloys about four hundred men 
and nineteen boats. About sixty mil- 
lion ji.assengers are carried by it an- 
nually, and the daily earnings are over 
two tnou.'^aiid oigli!. hvudred dolhusin 
summer, and over two tliousand live 
hundred dollars in winter. 

The pilots are paid one liuiidrcd and 
twcnty-tivo dollars a month each. 
Thoy are seamen w.ho entered tho 
river-sorv4«e asdeck hands, and before 
]iromolion they have been reciuirod to 
show thorough familiarity with the 
treacherous currents of the river. A 
countless flotilla is in thoir jiatb day 
and night, and thoy must have botli 
discretion and nerve to avoid the sloops 
and schooners which drift about help- 
less when the wind falls. 

Tho engineers aro paid ninety dol- 
lars and one hundred dollars a month; 
tho firemen sixty dollars a month, and 
tho deck-hands fifty dollars a month. 

Tho largest boats are employed in 
tho North River in connection with 
the railways which have their termini 
in Jersey City. Some of them are 
one thousand tons measurement, or as 
large as the smaller ocean steamers, 
and tliey aro strong enough to crush 
through tho groat ice-floes vvhich often 
fill the river in winter. 



THE WRONG FEE..

The 
following anecdote shows what a 
" cliewer" may come to in the way of 
blundering.

Irkutsk, tho awkward proper noun 
often met by those who read of tho 
slow homeward return of the few 
survivors of tho Jeannette, is a city of 
Central Siberia, where people have 
more occasion for fire and furs than 
for artificial ice-cream or thin cloth- 
ing. A correspondent of the Boston 
Commercial linlletin says : 

The markets of Irkutsk are an 
interesting sight in the winter time, 
for everything on sale is frozen solid. 
Fish are piled up in stacks like so 
much cord-wood, and meat likewise. 
All kinds of fowl are similarly frozen 
up. 

Some animals brought into the 
market whole aro propped up on their 
legs and have tho appearance of be- 
ing actually alive, and as you go 
through the markets you seem to be 
surrounded by living pigs, sheep, 
oxen and* fowls, standiiig up and 
watching you as though you wore a 
visitor to the barnyard. 

But stranger yet, even tho liquids 
are frozen solid and sold in blodks. 
Milk is frozen into a block in this 
way, with a string or a stick frozen 
into or projecting from it. This is 
for tho convenience of tho purchaser, 
who can take his milk by the string 
or stick and carry it home, swung 
across the shoulder. 

So in a double sense, snch as is un- 
known in other countries, a man can 
buy his drink " with a stick in it."

Too many young women now-a-days 
do not, want to be reached in the way 
to make thorn most useful and most 
certain of a steady livelihood. 

Among other things, it appears 
Quit good cooks are particularly sciu;ce, 
and since people must oat to live 
there is no probability that the de- 
mand will very soon abate. A good 
cook is simply a treasure, just as 
good digestion, if excellent cooking 
can bo provided for it, is the first 
condition of hap}>ine»8. Tiie demand 
for (|nalitied servants is greater than 
tl-.o supply, which shows that in this 
department of female industry the de- 
ficiency must be owing to a social 
prejudice that is as silly as those who 
indulge it are helpless and pitiable in 
consequence. 

Miss Devereaux, of the cooking- 
school, says it is easy to interest 
young girls who live at home, ladies 
who want to make fancy cake, young 
men who aro going ounping next 
summer, nurses and a few others ; 
but tho class that is specially desir- 
able should be reached with instruc- 
tion is tho very one that stays away 
from it. 

There is a saying that nobody is as 
proud as a poor man. and so it is 
true also that girls w'lio have a living 
to get honestly, aro determined to 
keep clear of the one vocation in 
which tbey would be sure to get the 
best one possible. Tho groat com- 
plaint in families to-day is from tho 
ack of competent and faithful ser- 
vants. Tho present system under 
which families exist is a really fright- 
ful one. 

But while we advise the working- 
women to go into tho kitchen instead 
of tho work-shop, wo should likewise 
advise the ladies themselves to go 
more into domestic service, as it that 
was their business precisely as their 
husbands follow theirs. — lioslon Star,

How Not to Drown. 

Many jiersiwis have wondered that 
all animals seem to possess an instinc- 
tive knowledge of swimming, and that 
man alone lack this gift. l)r. Henry 
McCormac, of Belfast, Ireland, writes 
that it is not necessary that a person 
knowing nothing of the art of swim- 
ming should drown, if he will depend 
on tho powers for solf-presorvation 
with which nature has endowed him. 
The pith of the doctor's remarks is 
contained in the following para- 



graphs : 

When ono of the inferior animals 
takes the water, falls, or is thrown in, 
it instantly begins to walk as it does 
when out of water. But when a man 
who can not "swim" falls into the 
water, he makes a few spasmodic 
struggles, throws np his arms and 
drowns. Tho brute, on tbo other 
hand, treads water, remains on tho 
surface and is virtually insubmorgo- 
able. 

In order, then, to escape drowning, 
it is only necessary to do as the brute 
does, and that is to tread or walk the 
water. Tho brute has no advantage 
as to his relative weight, in respect to 
tho water, over man ; and yet the 
man perishes while tho brute lives. 

Novorlholess any man, any woman, 
any child who can walk on the land, 
may also walk in tho water just as 
readily as tho animals do, and that 
without any prior instruction or drill- 
ing whatever. Throw a dog in the 
water, and ho treads or walks the 
water instantly, and there is no im- 
aginable reason why a human being 
under like circumstances should not 
do tho same. 

Tho brute, indeed, walks tho water 
instinctively, where:is man has to 
be told. 

Cinders in the Eye. 

Many people know all about the 
excellence of cardamom seeds (and a 
dozen other things) to perfume a 
smoker's breath, who aro ignorant in 
a matter of far more eonseiptence — a 

food antidote for cinders in the eye. 
t will pay travellers to try the simply 
recipe given in the Indiana State Sen- 
tinel, and put a few seeds of another 
kind along with the cardamom when 
stjvrting on a journey : 
' Persons trS\elling by railway are 
subject to continued annoyance by 
flying cinders. On getting into tho 
eyes those aro not only painful f(n' tho 
moment, but are often tho cause of 
long suffering that ends in a total loss 
of sight. 

A very simple and eflfootivo cure is 
within tho roach of every one, and 
would prevent much sufTering and ex- 
pense were it generally known. 

It is simply one or two grains of 
flaxseed. '1 hose may bo jilaced in the 
eye without injury 6v pain to that 
delicate organ, and shortly they begin 
to swell and di.ssolvo a glutinous 
substance that covers the ball of tho 
eye, envoloj>ing any foreign sul)stance 
tlint may lio in it. Tho irritation of 
cutting the mentbrano is thus j)ro- 
vented, and the annoyance may soon 
bo washed out. 

A dozen of these stowed away in 
tho vest-}K)cket may prove in an 
omorgoucy worth tbeir number in 
gold. 



Dr. Richardson, an eminent Lon- 
don physician, says that ho often pre- 
scribes tho tricycle, and finds it far 
more useful than the dry, medicinal 
prescriptions which he writes on pa- 
per. His pei-sonal experience of the 
exercise is so favorable that, whenever 
he can, he takes one or two hours on 
the tricycle and sometimes makes a 
tour on it of two or three days. lu 
Good Words tho doctor thus com- 
mends tho new vehicle : 

On returning from a ride, even in 
fine weather, it is wise to mako it a 
rule to change the dress, and at the 
same timo to carry out a good ablu- 
tion of tho body. 

I know of no more delightful sen- 
sation than that which is experienced 
when, after a fine ride, the bath has 
been indulged in; and a light, dry 
change of clothing has been put on. 

Tbo whole body seems to be reno- 
vated. Tho dull and inactive secret- 
ing organs have been discharged of 
overloaded secretions, the mind is 
light and clear, and the muscular or- 
gans aro roady for work, relieved 
from fatigue rather than sleepy and 
tired. '"^ 

The water used in tho bath for the 
ablution should not at first be cold, 
it should just bo agreeably warm, but 
it may often, with advantage, be re- 
duced to a lower temperature for a 
final douche. The skin should be 
dried with brisk friction. 

I am of tho opinion that no exer- 
cise for women has ever been dis- 
covered^ that is to them so really use- 
ful. Young and middle-aged ladies 
can learn to ride tho tricycle with the 
greatest faciUty, and they become ex- 
ocllontly skilful. 

One young lady, who is very dear 
to me, can beat me both in p.ace and 
in distance, and in a tour we have 
made today of several miles on a 
beautiful country road we have en- 
joved ourselves as much ivs when we 
rido out together on horseback, while 
we have had a better exorcise.

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A Trip to Coney Island. 

This and That.

A short account of a recent trip to 
Manhattan Beach and its. neighbors, 
m.ay prove of interest to the readers of 
tho .Journal, who are familiar with 
that charming seaside resort ; and it 
may also interest those who will visit 
it for the first time this summer. 

To begin with, tho entire rolling 
stock of the ISIanhattan Beach Rail- 
way is now controlled by tho Long 
Island Railroad Company, which has 
made numerous improvements. The 
gauge of the track has been widened. 
A better time-table has taken the 
place of previous ones, and the exour- 
siou rates have been reduced one-half. 

Recently your correspondent boarded 
one of the trains at the Platbush Ave. 
Depot. The train was composed of fif- 
teen cars which were all well filled. The 
train was pulled by a saucy little loco- 
motive, whose chief characteristic was 
the proud possession of an immense 
steam whistle and a jaunty young en- 
gineer, who had his bauds full between 
pulling the whistle and smiling at all 
the pretty girls along the route. 
• The train ran along Atlantic Ave- 
nue to New Brooklyn, rushing thrmigh 
" Africa " at a furious speed. Reach- 
ing East New York, the farming lands 
of Long Island began to be visible. 

The speed of the train increa.sed tiH, 
in the languiigo of the fraternity, 
" the telegraph poles looked like 
a row of corn stalks, and the trees like 
a mud bank." The well kept rows of 
corn and other garden truck went 
dancing past iu a whirlygig, and the 
sudden dashing in and out of dense 
woods made the trip exciting, and the 
insane shrieks of the whistle tended to 
increase tho excitement, especially of 
the young dude on the front seat, who 
momentarily expected a smash up. At 
last, after a forty-five minutes' ride tho 
Beach was reached. Manhattan B«ach 
has added to its already numerous at- 
tractions a race course, which threat- 
ens to outrival the one at Brighton 
Beach. 

Talking of race courses, puts us in 
mind that Coney Island has the most 
mjvgnificent race course in the Empire 
State. • 

The Marine railway being boarded, 
Brighton Beach was soon reached, 
where detective Kane, of Pinkerton's 
force, favored us with a short chat on 
everything in general .and nothing in 
particular, all the time keeping his 
eye on a bashful looking young man 
in stand up collar, white Derby, light 
pants, and tooth-pick shoes, who was 
lounging around the shooting gallery. 
Bidding the Detective adieu, we were 
soon at West Brighton. This Beach 
has more attractions than all the rest 
put together. The railway depot has 
been enlarged, and is now a very hand- 
some edilico.

" THE DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTION. 

"The new home in Chambersburg 
for the Deaf and Dumb children of 
the State, is rapidly apitroaching com- 
pletion. The steam-heating apparatus 
is partly introduced, and beyond this, 
nothing remains to be done except the 
placing of the gas fixtmes and the 
furniture. Principal Jenkins is al- 
ready at the Institution. He told 
a State Oatette reporter yesterday 
that it would be in readiness for the 
i-eception of pupils in the latter part 
of September. The Board of Tms 
tees have empowered him to select 
four female teachers and one male 
te.acher. There are eight class-rooms 
in tho building, designed to .ac- 
commodate one hundred and fifty pu 
pils. They are all located on the first 
floor, where there is also a commodi 
OU8 apartment which is to be used as 
a ch.apel ; a reception-room for use of 
the Trustees, and a cosy dining-room 
for the teachers. On the second floor 
are the officers' quarters and the dor- 
mitories, and on the third story simi- 
lar accommodations as on the one be- 
neath, with a hospital attachment. 
The kitchen and pupils' dining room 
are in the basement. Tho structure is 
well ventilated and lighted, and the 
plumbing arrangements exceptionally 
good. Many of the rooms are furnish- 
ed in asb, lending them a very pleas- 
ing appearance. The cathedral glass 
windows presented by Mr. Theodore 
W. Morris, beautify the interior of tho 
horiie very much. One of them is in 
a door at the lower end of the main 
hall on the first floor. The words 
" Hope— Love" formed by mute sym- 
bols, are painted upon it. Citizens 
generally are invited to visit the 
place. " XX.

since of i new dejiartiire in ihiaf-mule 
instruction taken by the Nebraska In- 
Hlitiite at (Jnialia, J roiwjlved, when in 
that vicinity recently, to visit the 
institution and satisfy myself as to the 
correctness of the reports, and also to 
make a study of the methods used to 
bring about such wonderful results. 
As it is a matter of jiratical import- 
ance to the afflicted and their friends 
as well as a matter of scientific inlcircst 
and inijuiry, I vonLuro to send yon ii 
brief account of the new method 
which has created such a stir among 
teachers and jiarents to deaf-mutes. 

Without going into the history of 
the discovery, the claim made for it is 
as follows : 

The children classed as deaf-mutes, 
but whose sense of hearing is not en- 
tirely destroyed, can he taught to 
hear and sjicak, and can be graduat- 
ed from the institution as more or 
loss "hard of hearing" perhaps, but 
capable of taking their jilaces in 
society without noticeable defect of 
cither hearing or speech. The ex- 
periment from which the discovery 
was gradually evolved was tried first 
with a class of the older pupils, and 
after three months drill, it becomi; 
evident to all the svum of heai'ing 
WHS becoming developed, -'riiey 
coulil distinguish sounds or words 
tiitered in a loud voice, could hear 
music on the piano as evidenced by 
their changing stej) when the music; 
changed, and one moi'ning a boy 
rnshed down stairs in an ecstasy of 
delight saying he had heard the 
whistle from the Union Pacific car 
shops. Seven years lie ha<l slept, iu 
the same dormitory with that whistle, 
eacl. morning, sour.diiig yi his our 
but mukins no itninessiou on his dull- 
ed sense of hearing until now. These 
oupils being of the senior class, son 
left the institution, and it was deter- 
mined to try next a class of the 
youngest pujiils, who being less in 
the fixed hal>it of "signing" might 
be more amenable to voice culture, 
and who would be in the institution 
long enough to fully demonstri^te the 
[lossibiiities of Llie new method. The 
class consists of children from 8 to l.'l 
years of age, who entered tiie school 
last September HO deaf as to be unable 
to hear the loudest call, and who had 
never been known to s|)eak. 

I spent half a day hearing recita- 
tions in this room, which is in charge 
of Miss Mary McCowen, one of the 
mo.st competent and pains-takiiig 
teachers in the institution, whose 
ingenuity has gradually developed the 
metiiod and perfect ed its delail'i, and 
to whose energy, and indefatigable 
nersiste^cc injapplyingit, the wonjler- 
fiil resuTl.s an "chiefly due. A recita- 
tion in orthoepy wouhl have done no 
discredit to a clitss of similar age in the 
public schools; some were indistinct 
and occasionally one incorrect at first, 
but not one failed upon repetition to 
give the sounds correctly and in good 
voice. In sjielling, the class did 
better than the average class of 
similar grade in the nuhlic schools. 
The language lesson, dictated by the 
teacher, was written by eaclj jnipil 
upon the board with surprising rajii- 
dity, cr^rrcctness and legibility. In 
all those exercises the teacher, while 
enunciating with great distinctness, 
did not raise her voice above the 
ordinary conversational tone, some of 
the class being able to hear "even a 
whiKper. The voices of the children 
were, in some cases, as might bo ex- 
pected, peculiar and somewhat un- 
natural, lacking the smoothness and 
flexibility of those having had voice as 
a birthright, hut what they said was 
well 'expressed as to the language, and 
plainly audible over the whole, room. 
In oroer to guard against any |)OHsihili- 
ty of " bpreading," the j)npilH were 
re'piired, during those exercises, to 
stand with their backs to the teacher 
or with the eyes closed. 'J'he young- 
est of the class, ii boy eiglityears old, of 
deaf-muto parents, read mientl_\ and 
with good expression. On as|(ing him 
to read a lesson which ho had not 
profiarcd, ho did so with quite as 
much Ciiso as the average schoolboy, 
and his intonations showed an un- 
derstanding of what he read. 

All this IS more wf)nderful when we 
appreciate the fact, of which ^nost 
people have n«vcr thought, and which 
the earlier experimenters with the 
audiphone, eVen the deaf and dumb 
institutions, entirely overlooked — 
namely, that even after a deaf-mute 
child iicars what is sail to him, the 
meaning of the sound is as. unintel- 
ligible as Greek to the unlearned, ami 
must be taught laboriously, word by 
word, by the use of the apfiropriatc 
signs with which hcisalrea<]y familiar. 
'I'heso cliildren have now a vocabulary 
of about 300 words, hut a new worif, 
although tlioy hear it f)erfectly, is as 
much a stranger to them as a woril 
from a foreign language. 'I'hey arc 
full of eiithiisiaHm at learning to 
speak, and never .seem to tire of 
practicing their new accomplishment. 
It 



This class was at first provided 
with audiphones, but about three 
moiit>g thereafter Miss McCowe 
acidenliilly discovering that they heard 
almost if not quite as well without as 
with them, they were discarded and 
sub.-icquent teaching continued with- 
out iirtificial aid. The Supeiiuten- 
dent, .Mr. (Jillespie, declines to com- 
mit himself to any theory as to what 
change, if any, takes place in the ear, 
l)Ut offers every facility to phyt-icans 
or others wisiiing to investigate the 
matter. On one point he expressoB 
himself without hestilalion — viz : 
" Whereas, these children once were 
deaf and dumb, they now hear and 
sjicak !" The fact in the case are iii- 
controverlible ; tiie theory is yet to be 
developed. AVhether there is any 
B|)ecial condition of the internal ear 
which is constant in all these cases, 
and if so, what it is ; whether the 
development of the sense depends on 
a change in the auditoiy ajiiiaratiis, 
and if so, what and how effecl,ed ? or, 
whether it is merely hciglilened 
perception, duo to education of the 
faculty, are questions which, in the 
interest of this alUicated class, merit 
some attention at the hands of scienti- 
fic inquirers. 



The Oldest Newspaper. 



'J'lio first rejjular newspaiier in Eng- 
land was published in 102^, and the 
first daily in 1709, the latterconsisting 
of but one page of two columns. 
The first American newsiiaper was 
issued at Boston, Sept. 25th, lO'JO. 
It was intended to bo issued once a 
month, but was immediately sup 
pressed by the authorities, for what 
reason we do not know. It was a 
(jueer little siieet called I'vhlic Oc- 
currences both Forr'Kjn ami Daineilic, 
and only one copy of it is known to 
bo in existence. 

Out of these small begiiiiiings the; 
great newspaper press of Great Brit- 
ain and the trnited States has grown 
to a jiosition of power unexampled in 
otiiei countries. But the credit of 
' invenl.iiig " the newspaper ludoiigs 
not to the English, or tlie Americans, 
but to the Chinese. Seven hundred 
years before the first English news- 
pafier appeared, a newspaper vvasptih- 
lislied in I'ekin, and it is still in ex- 
istence. 

It appears in three editions daily. 
The first issued early in the morning 
and printed on yellow imjier, is caih^d 
IliKiiKj- I'du (Hiisiness Sheet), and 
contains trade prices, exchange (|Uoia- 
tions and all manner of commer- 
cial intelligence. lt,H ciiculation is a 
little over 8,000. 

The second (Mlilion, which comes 
otit in the forenoon also printed on 
yellow ]>aper, is devoted to ollieial 
aiiiioiincenients, fashionable iiilelli- 
geiice and general news. 

Tho third edition appears lat,c in the 
afternoon, printed on red pajier, mid 
l/eaiu • the name of 'Jjtnni/'aii, 
((youiitry Slieel). It coiisi.its" of ex- 
tracts from tho earlier editions, and 
is largely subHcribed for in the |no- 
viiices. Ail three issues of h'iiifj-J'tm 
are edited by six members of tho Han- 
Lin Academy of Sciences, apjiointed 
and salaried by tho Chinese State, 
and tho total number of copies print- 
ed daily varies between ].'5,000 and 
14,000,

is not claimed, as some have hastily 
suppo8«id, that teaching in deaf and 
dumb institutions will, by tiiis discov- 
ery, bo revolutionized, or the sign lan- 
' ■ done away with. On the con- 
, this metliod is ajifilicablc fo 
cases only. In this institu- 
tion about oric-fiftli of the whole 
number wore considered suitable sub 
iects for such instruction, and it not 
being unreasonable to suppose that a 
similar pro])ortion might be found in 
other institutions, every parent of a 
deaf-mute child is interested to know 
whether his child may iiot be one of 
the number capable of «ucb odiication. 



Some thirty years ago, an intemper- 
ate man was reformed by being refus- 
ed one cherry. Penniless, ho went to 
the public house one morning, where 
he had smianderod many a shilling, 
to get a drink " on lick." The land- 
lady refused to trust him. Seeing a 
plate of luoious lipe cherries on tho 
bar, ho asked for but one. " Save 
your money and buy your own cher- 
ries," was her surly reply. " I will," 
10 said, and ho (fid. His wounded 
pride forced him to reflect ; reflection 
ensiinHl amend men t.

To insure the lives of the 
di'af, and tlie deaf and dumb, most of whom 
are unable to insure with other ccmipanies 
or associations. 2. To insure not only 
tliose two classes of people, but hearing 
jieople also. 4. 1-ast, lint by no means least, 
lo provide for the future necessities of 
tlio wives, widows, orphans, or other 
friends of all who procure policies from 
the Association. 

Not only 7naleii are admitted, but tlio 
door of admittance to our Association 
also stands "ajar" for the lienelit 
of female members. This Association 
makes no excf^ptions in favor of either of 
tlie sexes. After a jiroper medical examina- 
tion is passed in favor of the aiipl leant, a 
favliruble certincat<( from the i^xnniiiling 
Iiliysicians entitb^s the applicant, Ijy ])ay- 
iiieiit of the initiatory fee of $,').00, ami an 
advance assessment in proportion to his or 
her age, lo a certilicate of meiiiliership in 
the Association. The advance assessments 
are made in order to provide for the first 
death-loss which mayoccur; and, tojirovide 
tho tn^asury with reiuly funds with which 
to adjust succeeding death-losses, im- 
mediately upon the death of a member, 
each member of tluf Association will 
be nssesseti as jirovlded for in the bylaws.
